Edmonton-Yukon Air Mail 
Route Inaugurated 


Pilot Grant McConachie 
Leaves Edmonton Monday 
On Historic Flight 


By T..B. WINDROSS 


EDMONTON.-—Monday morn- 
ing the new air mail route 


_. from Edmonton to Whitehorse, 


~ Yukon, was inaugurated when 
Pilot Grant MjcConachie lifted 
his big tri-motored aeroplane 
from the waters at the Cooking 
Lake seaplane base and turned 
it north-west on its history 
making flight. 


Many. officials of the Dominion 


post office department and the vari- 
ous air companies were at the base 
to see the big machine start on its 


1200-mile journey with 280 pounds 


‘of mail as well as express and five 
passengers, 


The event was historic because it 


marks the first time the journey to 
the Yukon was made in such a short 


time, the aeroplane covering the 


route of the old gold miners’ trail 
of ’98 in a few hours when it used 


to be made in 18 months. 
It was also an important event 


because the new route by air brings 


the Yukon for the, first time into 


direct and-quick connection with the 


rest of the Dominion and for the 
first time makes it possible for resi- 
to 
enter and leave without having to 
pass. through the United States cus- 
toms in Alaska. 


The story of the flight was broad- 
cast from the plane itself and the 
experience of the fliers told over the 
air as it was met. The new route 
will be a link in a projected air mail 
route from the United States cities 
to Alaska via Lethbridge some time 
in the near future. In may also be 
linked up with a round-the-world 
route via the Orient which will shor- 
ten the distance. between Chicago 
and Shanghai by 4300 miles. This 
route will thus prove a much shor- 
ter one than the present route fol- 
lowed by the China clippers across 
the Pacific Ocean and will even- 
tually. be a factor in making of Ed- 
monton one of the world’s great air- 
ports, 


There are indications that another 
round-the-world flight will come by 
way of Edmonton this summer, Plans 
are being kept more or less secret 
but the flight will probably be. made 
by Howard Hughes, famous Amer- 
ican flier, and orders have been. re- 
ceived’ at the Edmonton airport to 
have a supply of gasoline on hand 
ready for such a flight, in which 
the fliers are expected to pause at 
this capital. 

Dates and details have not yet 
been made public, but Capt. James 
Rell, superintendent of the Edmon- 
ton airport, has been asked by the 
Shell Oil Company if he will take 
charge of a consignment of gasoline 
in preparation for the flight. 


Political news is dull at present, 
everything being in. waiting for a 
definite decision regarding whether 
there will or will not be a contest 
in the’ Edmonton riding for the 
vacant seat in the Legislature. Pre- 
mier Aberhart, before leaving for a 
brief holiday at Vancouver, urged 
that there be no contest in the in- 
terest of economy, and there are still 
reports of a get-together arrange- 
ment between the Alberta Liberals 
and Conservatives. 

If an acclamation is given to a 
fusionist candidate the government 
party will not contest the seat, Mr, 
Aberhart intimated, It is unlikely 
in any, case that a government can- 
didate would run as the effect of 
defeat might be injurious to the

Persons are often deterred from 
using whitewash through the fear 
that a shower of rain might ruin it, 
but: the Dominion Experimental 
Farms have evolved a waterproof 
whitewash for outdoor work which 
‘will prevent a newly. whitewashed 
barn from looking a picture of deso- 
lation after a downpour, 

It is made up in the following 
proportions: Slake 62 pounds of 
quick-lime in twelve gallons of hot 
water and add two pounds of salt 
and one pound of sulphate of zinc 
i Giasnived in two gallons ef water, 
'To this, add two gallons. of skim- 
| milk: An ounce of alum, although 
|not essential, improves the wash 
Salt should be omitted if the white- 
wash is required for metal surfaces 
which rust. 

Disinfectant Whitewash 

For farm buildings, a distinfec- 
tant whitewash may be. desired, 
Here is a recipe recommended by 
the Dominion Experimental Station 
at Scott, Saskatchewan: First, 50 
pounds of lime are dissolved in eight 
gallons of boiling hot water which | 
has ten pounds of salt and one 
pound of alum dissolved in it, A | 
can of lye is added to every 25 
gallons of the mixture. A pound of 
cement to every three gallons is 
gradually added and Mosomanly 
stirred. The object of using the alum 
is to prevent the lime from rubbing | 
off, Cement makes a more creamy 


‘| mixture, so that it is easier to apply 


and more surface is covered,

Bank of Montreal Crop 
Report Not Encouraging 


Releasing a brief synopsis on* 


July 2nd of telegraphic crop reports 
obtained from their local branch 
managers throughout the West, the 
Bank of Montreal ‘makes the follow- 


ing observations “of conditions ob- 
taining in the threé prairie provinces 
as follows: 
oe nee ain in op 
GENERAL While the stand of 
wheat .in Manitoba jig 
heavy and even, continued dry 
weather has caused serious damage 
to crops over wide areas in Saskat- 
chewan ard parts of Alberta. The 
moisture in these areas has not been 
sufficient to - promote satisfactory 
growth, and heavy, general rains are 
required immediately to check fur- 
ther deterioration, 


In the southern area ‘of Saskatche- 
wan major irreparable losses have 
already occurred, In Quebec, favor- 
able weather has greatly benefited 
vegetation and crop prospects are in 
better than average condition; but 
frequent heayy rains have delayed 
cultivation of field crops and haye 
interfered with the curing of a heavy 
hay crop. In the Maritime Prov- 
inces, crops generally have been re- 
tarded by excessive rains and over- 
east skies. In British Columbia, a 
jspell of warmer weather has fol- 
lowed heavy rains and the prospect 
of satisfactory yields is more prom- 
ising for all crops except straw- 
berries, cherries and the early cut 
of alfalfa. Details follow: 


PRAIRIE PROVINCES 
ALBERTA Recent showers have 
been beneficial to crops, 
but rain is urgently needed. Early 
wheat is heading short. Coarse 
grains are in fair condition. Pas- 
tures are in poor condition, Beets 
are doing well, Crops in the Ed- 
monton district and in eastern Al- 
berta have been seriously damaged 
by drought. Rains recently brought 
some relief. In southwestern Alberta 
crops are very promising. Intense 
heat has prevailed, but temperatures 
dropped recently. 
SASKATCHEWAN Hot weather, 
without much}, 
needed rains, has intensified dam- 
age to wheat crops and partial to 
total failure is indicated in central, 
west central and ‘southern areas. 
Crops in. thé: northeast ‘and part of 
the northwest sections of the prov- 
ince are more satisfactory. Soil 
drifting has caused some damage. 
A, | Pastures are in poor condition. 


MANITOBA Crops are continuing 
to make good progress 
under favorable growing eonditions. 
The stand of wheat is heavy and 
even. Some early sown wheat is 
commencing. to head out. Coarse 
grains are advancing satisfactorily. 
Pastures are in good condition.

GERMAN AND FRENCH CROPS 

Germany and Franee are not like- 
hy to reap average crops this sum- 
mer, but weather conditions since 
the middie of May have shown im- 
provemnt. This indicates fairly 
substantial imports will. be neces- 
sary.

GRASSES, LEGUMES 
BOOST FERTILITY 


It is common knowledge that. on 
thousands of-farms in-Alberté- 
soil is worn out following’ a con- 
tinuous rotation of grain interspersed 
with summerfallow. In a few more 
years, if this condition is further 
aggravated by adhering to the old 
system of farming, much of the land 
that has not actually left home will 


be covered with nothing but. the 
weeds that grow on barren ground. 

The question is: How. can_ this 
land be restored to its normal abil- 
ity to produce good crops? 

And the answer is: Through the 
intelligent use of grasses, to increase 
the fibre content, and of legumes 
and in some cases Jertilizers to re- 
store fertility. 


This does not apply to the short 
grass prairie, where the problem is 
much more complex and where the 
difficulties to be ‘surmounted are 
vastly greater; but in the park belt 
and transitional prairie belt, this 
problem may be solved by’ the use 
of forage crops. 

Rotation experiments conducted 
at the Dominion Experimental: Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, have shown that in 
years of reasonable rainfall wheat 
seeded after sweet clover will pro- 
duce as good yields as wheat after 
summerfallow. Why. not take ad- 
vantage of the extra profit from the 
forage crop? 

Each year, more and more far- 


predicament, As a result, more 
grass and legume crops are being 
included in farm rotations, and the 
yielding ability of this land is being 
restored, while weeds are being 
held in check. 


Hay Mixtures Recommended 

Experience: has shown. that, in 
order to secure the best stand pos- 
sible under current weather condi- , 
tions, it is wise to seed mixtures of | 
grasses and legumes. Such mixtures 
increase both the fertility and the 
fibre content of the soil, 
duce hay which is relished by live- 
stock, 


only one year, the Lacombe Station 
recommends the following: 15 Ibs. 
sweet clover; or 15 lbs. sweet clover, 
4 lbs. timothy; .or 10 Ibs, 
clover, 8 lbs. rye grass. 

For meadows to be used for two 
years, a mixture of 10 Ibs. 
clover, 2 Ibs. timothy and 5 Ibs, rye 
grass is very suitable. 

For meadows to be left down for 
three years or longer: 12 lbs. alfalfa; 
or 8 Ibs, alfalfa, 2 Ibs. timothy, 5 
Ibs, rye gfass; or 8 Ibs. alfalfa, 4 
Ibs. timothy; or 8 Ibs. alfalfa, 8 Ibs. 
brome grass. 

Special mixtures are recommend- 
ed for low, wet places or wet dis- 
tricts. 
ed for more than a week or ten days 
in the spring, a mixture of 4 lbs, 
each of timothy, red clover and al- 
sike clover may be used, But where 
it is under water for a considerable 
time each year, 2 tbs. timothy, 2 lbs.
